THE DALLES, - - -

Conceranlng All of Us.
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To e Epiror:—It is essential to the
success of any town, be it large or small,
that harmony and a spirt of helpfal-
nesg prevail in all matters that materi-
ally affest the growth and genernl ald-
vincement of the place, and more es-
pecially is this true among those who
depend, to a grester or less extent, upon
the sale of property for their livelihood.
The real estate man should be to a town
what a skirmisher is to an army—al-
waye alert, sctive, well posted; always
ready with all the force within him to
indace people to come to his town; en-
thusiastic in ite praises, loyal to its in-
tereste, and aggressive in his work; for
on his shoulders rests, ton grealer or
less extent, the question of euccess or
failare,

It is found advieable, 10 most places
that have attained any coneiderable size,
to ecall on the buosiness men to co-oper-
ate, either as a unit, such as a Board of
Trade or Bueiness Men's Association, or
a8 individoals, Cities seldom grow of
their own volition; they are made, as a
rale, by men who bring into public life
the Bame aggressive, not-to-be-denied
energy that bas made them eaccessiul
in private undertakings, This i good
poliey, certainly, if by so acting they
increase population, and thuz add to
property vaioes and private business.
The proposmtion is logical enough. We
need more people, and the country is
abundantly able to take careof those
who come with enfficient to purchase
their land and make a start. [How to
bring them here is the problem. The
solving is eimple enongh. -

Organization and co-operation have
eounded the keynote of succesa fur many
an .aspiring, ambitions town; yet these
promotera of prosperity muast be broad-
minded and liberal enongh in their
views to look to the futore. for compen-
gation; otherwise thev will, for a time,
retard the growth—ciush out the enter-
prise—of the most ambitions town. Or-
gamzation is eseential in order to pro-
vide ways and means to properly set
forth the advantages, resources and
prospective future of- the town, provid-
ing correct information in regard to all
inguiries, and especially to welcome snd
inform the stranger who may be within
our gates, In selecting a location, all
other things being equal, an inveetor,
settler or bnsiness man will invariably
favor the place that greets him with a
hearty welcome., It is this epirit oi
welcoming the etranger that has been
one of the most potent factors of Chi-
eago’s rapid advancement,

In all the marvelons tales of the Ara-
bian Nights’ there is none that will
compare with the plain unvarnished
story of Chicago. Sixty years ago a
swamp, a desert place; today the peer
of the world’s prondest cities. It was
simply this spirit of oncness, if you
please, (a football plaver wonld eall it
team work) organized on s business
basis, backed with supreme and bound-
less confidence that kuew not Lhe mean-
ing of failore, that has made Chicago
what it is today. You eay, “Chicago ie
unigue in this."” True; but there are
Lwenty other western cities (and banch-
griags towns too) that might be cited,
with no particular location as regards
being sitnated on navigable waters, not
even posing a8 ‘‘natural distributing
centers, that as foreibly illustrate what
intelligent organization will do. Co-op-
eralion is aleo necessary for the growth
of & town. KEach one helping a little,
meansg, in the end, “the greatest good to
the greatest number," and surely that
ie well voith gtriving for.

There is an organizstion of real estate
men here, formed ostensibly to promote
immigration and interest capital in The
Dalles and adjacent territory. This is
very commendable, Ope of the objects
of the associations was to eecure funds
by evlicitation snd publieh a pamphlet
descriptive of our city and the surround-
ing country, For some cause or other
this fell through, although the business
men generally expreseed their approval,
and as a role offered to contribute; but
no subseription list was opened, and the
watter probably died more through lack
of interest than anything else. If we
are not entirely cuorreet in this state-
ment, it will be considered a favor to
call attention totheerror. Itis an open
question as to whether or not The Dalles
Real Estate Excheange made a grave
mistake when they incorporated into
their Constitution and By Laws s clanse
providing that in case a sale ot properiy
is made by a member of the association
the ealesman shall torn into & common
+pool all commiesions received, said com-
migsions to be divided equally among
the members of the sssociation. It
seems to the writer that as a business
propotition this is manifestly weak, A
most cogent reason is that a man or eon-
cern seeking investment Lere, finding
all property in the hands of a specie of
trast or combine, and that it is impossi-
ble to secure an opening or loeation
without first applying to the local syn-
dicste, naturally looks eleewhere. Bar-
rounding towns will be quick to catch
on, and it might torn ont to be a serious
_handicap to'our geperal welfare and ad-
vancement,

Anotber point: This plan is very apt
to promote friction and discord smong
the members of the association. If a

man does a piecs of work involving &
considerable cxpenditure of time, he de-
sives adequate recompense, and usually
all that becan make in a legitimate
maoner. <This 18 human. Somelimes
it takes several days, and even weeks,
Lefure a real estale deal can be closed,
and all will ugree that a $100 or $50 com-
mission dwindles to yery small propor-
tions when divided among nine or ten,
and when only $5 is turned in, the
query arises: “Whers are we at?”’
Then  sgain, consider the question of
compotency. In real estate, as well as
in other lines, there are men who are
not succesefnl operitore, not throogh
Iack of endeavor to do the right thing,
but becanse they have not that inberent
ability which constitotes a real eales-
man. This holus good in all lines of
business, and might be termed axio-
matic.

The above 15 stated, not with the view
or intention of disparaging anyone, but
on the ground that men are not gilted
alike. We cannot ignore this fact. So
it naturally follows that the few who
maxe the eales and, in vulgar parlance,
keep the “financial wheels of the associ-
ation greased,” will unltimately become
dissatisfied with the situation. Thus
discord breeds. The faliney of a plan of
this nature has been demonstrated time
and time again at much expense to the
founders, We cannot change human
nature, brethren. Bellemy drew a glit-
tering picture of what homanity might
be; buot thie roar and rattle of commerce,
the hum of competition, difference in
education and ability, and a thousand
and one other things, all tell us that we
are jallible, and this poor human natore
of ours will creep in and ask for per-
sonsl recompense for personal work;
and the iron wheels of bpeiness, contin-
nally raising some to tuhe pinnacle of
subeess and haorling others to financial
death and disgrace, tell the same story,
accentuate that iron law, “The snrvival
of the Attest.” Veniras.
